The soil that is washing away must be stopped and 
it is up to the individuals to put a stop to it, and we 
are suggesting some ways that are cheap and still 
the best that we know of to put a stop to gullies and 
hillsides washing away. Get the brush if possible 
when the leaves are on the trees or branches of the 
trees and stack them crosswise of the ditches, driv- 
ing some stakes so as to hold the brush, and it will 
start holding the dirt that is washing away, and if 
you wish, if the gullies be very bad, another thing to 
do would be get some Hall’s Honeysuckle vines, 
plant in the ditches above and also below the dams, 
and they will be very helpful in holding the dirt that 
is heading down stream.

When the trees are gone there will not be a place for 
the birds to nest, which means more woes for people 
who have farms, yards and lawns. There will be more 
abandoned farms, more people to be taken care of by 
the taxpayers.
